And with what consistency can we eXpet 
anything from parties, which to sustain thei 
ground, are compelledjto leagu t ie themselves 
with the slave—power? The so called Demo¬ 
cratic party has never professed any sympa¬ 
thy with us. Many of' its members are aboli¬ 
tionists ; but too few of them have the more, 
courage to surrender the disgraceful cords 
which binds them to a party, that openly 
avows hostility to abolitionism. From that 
party, then, as a party, we can hope for no 
aid, for they promise nothing, and do nothin'': 
to promote our principles. 

But the “ Whigs of the north ’’ are full of 
promises. As a fractional parly they profess 
well when they want our votes'. But howev’ 
er ready they may be to give a geueral assent 
doctrines, they'deny or rather desert 
detail. They dare not embrace 




priuciples-as doctrines of the Whig Party, for 
a very obvious reason. What would be'come 
of that section of the party which canonlvbe 
kept with them by thrusting abolitionism 'to a 
distance? If we might have hoped anything 
from that party, have not recent events cut 
off that hope-forever? When will it again ac¬ 
quire the power it attained by the revolution 
of 1840? Both Houses of Congress were 
Whig by large majorities—larger than are 
often acquired by any party. And yet, what 
has been done for the advance of these prin¬ 
ciples! If the Whigs, with forty majority in 
the House, cannot consider the question at all 
when will they be aide to carry it? Admit,— 
what would lie difficult to prove, that the 
Whigs of the North are really our friends ; 
we ask, what can they do?—and answer it by- 
asking, wbat have they done? If they would 
convince us of their sincerity in professions 
of sympathy, let them evince it by supportin; 
meu for office who are ready to stand up it 
open defence of these rights, and who will 
meet the slave-power in open and hold en¬ 
counter. This is what we ask. And when 
whigs or democrats will nominate for office 
men of this stamp, we will give them ourhear- 
ty support. But let no party expect that hol¬ 
low professions of regard lo-day, followed by 
gross misrepresentations and abuse to-morrow 
arc to coax, frighten, or worry the abolition¬ 
ists to renounce principles founded in eternal 
truth and justice ; principles which our fa¬ 
thers laid down as the basis of this republic.I 
We plant ourselves upon these ; ami, come 
lile or come death, come honor or dishonor, 
here will we abide. Rather let us lull with 
these, than rise by basely deserting them. 

Fellow citizens ; when we ask your co-op 
eration in such a cause ns this, shall we not 
bo heard with favor? We cannot hold out to 
you the lures of office, or the hopes of the 
spoils that selfish men covet. But we present 
to you principles 'hat philanthropists love, 
that patriots hate bled for ; und for the tri¬ 
umph of which, angels might well linger to 
participate in its rejoicings. It will always 
gladden your souls to remember sacrifices and 
efforts made in such a cause. Christians, it 
is the cause of your Redeemer. Philanthro¬ 
pists, it is the cause of your country. Rise 
vindicate that immortal declaration of your 
Fathers, which has been so long—so grossly 
disregarded and trampled upon. No longer 
commit your consciences to the keeping of] 
party, but resolve, henceforth, to think,speak, 
act, and vote according to your own sense of 
your tnural, social, and political duty. 

In the exercise, then, of the important duty 
of selecting the men who are to be clothed 
with your sovereignty—to act for you In the 
various offices of the Stale and Nation, let 
nothing tempt you to lose sight of these prin¬ 
ciples. Be cautious to whom you entrust the 
power of making and executing laws. Jn this 
you have an equal voice with any man in the 
State Four neighbor may be richer than 
you, more learned, more Honored ; hut, in 
this business, you are his equal, lie has no 
more right to dictate you, than you have to 
dictate him. Wo have endeavored to set be¬ 
fore you the real state of things in llijs Na¬ 
tion. It is a dark picture, and has few re¬ 
deeming features. But the power is in the 
hands of the people, and from you, the peo¬ 
ple. let the correction come. The time lias 
arrived when the voice of bleeding humanity 
ran no longer be suppressed. A purer and 
freer spirit is abroad: it spirit, which, 
aroused, can never recede. Onward it i 
and onward it will move, in spite of all that 
slaveholders and slavery abettors can enacl 
against it. Sneers will not turn it aside- 
frowns cannot intimidate it. Vain is the at¬ 
tempt to limit it to this or that field ot action. 
In vain the Church may seek to promote her 
quiet, by shutting out anti-slavery discussion ; 
The spirit of freedom, is the spirit of the gc 
pci ; and the harrier which shuts out the or 
excludes the other. In vain politicians seek 
limit abolitionists to cold abstractions, and to 
such moral suasion as shall not interfere with 
electing men to office acceptable to the 
slave-power. Sucli a spirit in a man has an 
- inspiration which points to action, ami which 
spurns the dictation of the selfidi, and will 
disappoint the calculations of the prudent— 
prudent in the wisdom of this world ; a spirit 
governed by higher prudence —the laws of\ 
God impressed upon the soul of man. 

Fellow citizens : Seek not to quench this 
spirit. When you henr so many whom vou 
have been accustomed to regard'as safe coun¬ 
sellor.--, advising you to beware how you im¬ 
bibe the abolition doctrines, how you yield to 
the excitements of such a subject,how y ou suf¬ 
fer it to stir up your passions,—especially, how 
you allow it to lead you to political action,—it 
is not wonderful that you pause as if in doubt 
of the propriety of our course. All we ask is, 
that, while you thus pause, you inquire dili- 
gendy into the principles which actuate our 
course. Take up nothing for us, nothing 
against us, upon trust. We court investigation] 
We challenge inquiry. If upon full investiga¬ 
tion you find our principles wrong,reject them. 
But if you find them correct, let no prejudice 
dissuade yon from being governed by them, 
since principles are of no human importance,if 
they are to lie dormant; they are of no value 
only-, in human affairs, as they influence action, 
and lead to results.

To Rev. D. Copeland: 

Dear Brother: —As an abolitionist who 
believes that “ all slaveholding is sin,” I 
take the liberty to answer your reasonable, 
tho’ somewhat singular “ inquiries,” in the 
last Herald: 

1. You ask, whether in defining the 
character of slavery, we confine ourselves 
to America, or include all slavery? I an¬ 
swer, we know of no difference in ihe gen¬ 
eral character of slavery ou account ol lo¬ 
cation, counlry or time; as it is everywhere 
a flagrant violation of the plain precepts of 
the Gospel, and the principles of natural 
justice, as well as the law which God h: 
written on every man’s heart. But the 
magnitude and heinousness of the sin, will, 
of course, depend somewhat upon the cir¬ 
cumstances attending its commission—up¬ 
on Ihe light and knowledge against which 
it is committed; but, 

Mould arid shape it as you will, 

It is a child of Salun still. 

Perhaps we cannot belter illustrate the 
point, than by quoting from Dr. Adam 
Clarke. He says “ Slavery in a heathen 
nation, may be in some sense excusable— 
but in a Christian land it is a crime and 
enormity for which perdition itself can 
~ nrcely furnish ar. adequate punishment. 
Your 2d and 3d inquiries, are in sub- 
mce : In whal does the sin of slavery con¬ 
sist ? I answer, voluntarily sustaining the 
relntfon of master and slave—in holding a 
fellow being in involuntary servitude, treat¬ 
ing him ns property, or claiming the right 
to do. Legal or ecclesiastical enact¬ 
ments or regulations neither make the 
slaveholder guilty or innocent without tho 
concurrence of his own will, us they cun- 
il change principles. 

4. “ What do they mean by sin? Is it 
ch a transgression of the law of God as 
involves the transgressor in guilt in every 
case, a damning transgression ?” I answer 
yes. Where slavery exists, there is sin, 
and somebody is a sinner, and who is a 
sinner if not the ttansgressor ? Take the

But lo disprot 
this, I will quote an extract from the wi 
Bugs of the celebrated Rev. George White- 
field, who wrote more than one hundred 
years ago. He says, speaking "of the in¬ 
habitants of Maryland, Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, “As l lately passed thro’ 
your provinces, 1 was sensibly troubled 
with a fellow-feeling for the miseries ol 
the poor slaves. Whether it he baneful 
for Christians to buy slaves and thereby 
encourage the nations from whom they are 
bought to be at perpetual war with eacli 
other, I shall not take upon me to deter¬ 
mine. Sure I am it is sinful, when tltev 
have bought them, to use them as bad as 
though they were beasts, nay worse ; and 
whatever particular exceptions there may 
be, I fear the generality of you who own 
slaves are liable to such a charge; for your 
slaves, I believe, work as hard if not hard¬ 
er than the horses wheieon you ride.— 
These, after they have done their work are 
taken proper care of, hut the negroes when 
it ied with labor id your plantations have 
been obliged to grind their corn after their 
return home. 

Your dogs are caressed and fondled at 
your tables ; hut your slaves, who are fre¬ 
quently called dogs, have not an equal pri 
lege. They are scarce permitted to pick 
up the crumbs which fall from their master’s 
table. Not to mention what numbers have 
been given up to the inhuman usage of cru- 
ik masters, who, by their unrelenting 
scourges have ploughed their backs

But what becomes of that man’s moral sua¬ 
sion who .votes with the democratic or whig 
party?

But every man who votes with the Liberty 
Party is understood, written downi marked, as 
an enemy to Slavery.

How they do things in England. 

The following is from a late English papei 
( od shows the progress of the ‘glorious dem¬ 
ocratic principle,’ like that of the liberty par¬ 
ty in this country. 

The conservatives have been defeated 
Nottingham by the complete suffrage party. 
Mr. Walter, the proprietor of the London 
Times, who succeeded in being elected over 
Joseph Srurge, last fall, was ousted out of his 
seat for gross bribery. His son became a can¬ 
didate for the vacancy ; Mr. Larpent was the 
Whig candidate, and Mr. Sturge was request¬ 
ed to stand as the Suffrage candidate. Thom¬ 
as Gisborne,Esq. whojsa member ofCompleli 
Suffrage Union, was named by some friends 
. whereupon Mr. Smrge issued an address, ir 
which he expressed a strong wish not to go to 
Parliament; and hoped that another candidate, 
holding complete suffrage principles would’ 
hulfound. The appearance of this address 
created a lively sensaticn, and Larpent soon 
withdrew in favor of Gibsborne—Mr. Sturge 
jbo withdrew. Henry Vincent addressed °a 
crowded meeting of the electors in Barker 
gate chapel, and contended that electioneer¬ 
ing contests ought to be made subservient to 
TO* diffusion of Democratic principles, and a 
higher morality amongst all classes. He de- 
(rsounced bribery and corruption -and callei 
upon tba electors to seek rather to give a tri¬ 
umph to principles than to men. The meet¬ 
ing was very enthusiastic in its responses to 
complete suffrage principles. A meeting was 
afterwards held in front of the Exchange , 
Lord Runcliffe briefly addressed, and said he 
would not introduce Mr. Gisborne if lie did 
nm believe him to he ‘a thorough going radi¬ 
cal.’ His Lordship avowed himself a com¬ 
plete suffragist—he was for‘all the points of 
the charter.’

The demand for 
the gospel among the sailors has greatly 
increased, aud the Society has exerted it¬ 
self to the utmost to meet the growing want. 
A Sailors’ Library containing over sixty 
volumes, selected with care, has been pur¬ 
chased by the Executive Committee, and 
is sold at the low price of $25. Of the 
Sailors’ Magazine, a Monthly Magazine, 
3,400 copies are circulated. In the city of 
New Vork are 163 sailor boarding houses 
—of whom only 16 are known to be 'Tem¬ 
perance houses. Of the rest many oflhefr 
keepers are undoubtedly honest and wor¬ 
thy men: but many more are the most hit¬ 
ter foes of morality and religion. The 
Sailors’ Home during the year between 
May 1842 and May 1843, had received 
2978 boarders—185 more than the London 
Sailors’ Home received during the first 
three years of its existence, and 66 more 
than it received the sixth year after it was 
established. The number in the Home on 
the 1st of May was 124, and to day it is 
about 160. Many have been received and 
taken into charge who was almost utterly 
destitute—unable to pay their bills, 
without resources except such aid as they 
received from the Society. But for these 
men, who have been a charge to the Soci¬ 
ety it would easily have sustained itself. 

3. The Foreign Operations of the Soci¬ 
ety are made evident by accounts which 
reach this country from Cronsladt, Gottin- 
berg, China, Havre, and other loreign 
places. From many of these places tidings 
of unusual interest have been received. 

4. The Finances of the Society exhibit 
the following account:

The Report then went on to trace the ef- j 
fects of the Reformation upon the political 
condition ol France, of Switzerland, Eng¬ 
land, and other countries in Europe.— 

While the political movement which grew 
out of it had been rapid and universal, i< 
urged that the religious progress was 
more slow; that in some countries of Eu¬ 
rope Protestantism had even retrograded. 

The events of the last fifty years have 
been not less remarkable in a moral, than 
political aspect. Within that time the 
spirit of Missions lias been created; and 
more than 1000 missionaries have carried 
ihe Gospel into heathen lands. France, 
which just fifty years ago exerted herself | 
to the utmost to overthrow Christianity, 
ce returned first from Atheism to 
Theism, and then to Christianity. The 
spirit of life has returned to the Proestant 
Churches. 

The operations of the Society during the 
last year were then renewed at some length, 
and were said to give occasion for the most 
grateful jov. Though they had been hum¬ 
ble in comparison wiih those of many older 
societies they had still been suficient to en 
courage the hearts of its warmest friends.— 

Bev. Mr. Kirk ir. May last resigned his office 
of Corresponding Secretary and General A- 
cent, to take charge of the new church at 
Boston. Ilis place has been supplied by 
appointment of the Rev. Mr. Sautcll. The 
receipts of the society,including contributions 
have been $15,239. That the state of the 
Treasury is as good as it is owing mainly to 
the voluntary contributions of its friends.— 

The Ladies’ Associations througont the coun¬ 
try have done much 10 aid them ; and ihe 
Report enumerated a great number of the: 

Socieiies in different cities and towns which 
have undertaken to support one or more 
colporteurs or other agents in France and 
other fields of the Society’s efforts.

The Committee state that the presence 
of the Savior with his missionary servants, 
and his blessing on their labors, has not 
been so signal in any year since the revi¬ 
vals of 1831 and ’32, 233 of the churches 
have shared in these effusions, and 6,85$ 
souls have been hopefully born again dur¬ 
ing the year, in connection with the m 
try of this Society. The number added 
to the churches on profession of their faith 
is about 5,853 ; by letters from other 
churches 2,370—in all, 8,223.

The Committee hear testimony to the | 
laborious zeal and patient tindurance man¬ 
ifested by the missionaries in the emergen¬ 
cies of the past year. As a class, they have 
shown themselves worihy of all the confi¬ 
dence, and more than all the aid which 
he churches have bestowed upon them. 

At the beginning of the year, the unpaid 
claims of missionaries for labor performed 
amounted to $12,785 25 ; and there lias 
since become due to them, and for inciden¬ 
tal expenses, the farther stun of $95,038 26 
making the liability of the Society for the 
$107,823 51. Of this sum, $98 215- 
11 have been paid. To cancel the .remain¬ 
ing $9,608 40 still due to the missionaries, 
and towards meeting the further sum of 
$37,949 98 pledged for the coming year, 
the balance in the treasury is only $2,589 


other cities of the United States, the most 
happy effects have followed the exertions 
of the Society.

Mr. Pomeroy supported this resolution 
in a long aud eloquent speech, in which he 
sought to indicate the proper purposes of 
national existence, the objects at which 
nations should aim, and the indications 
that any given nation had failed to fulfil 
its mission. He then pointed out the adap¬ 
tation of the Gospel to 11I! the necessities of] 
nations, and spoke of the evils which 
threaten our nation as remediable by the 
influence of the Gospel. Slavery, immor¬ 
tality, political party spirit, and all the 
forms of gigantic sin which terrify the na¬ 
tion will yield to this and this alone. We 
should learn, as tha first and most impor¬ 
tant gospel lesson, the great truth of the 
Brotherhood of Man : and instead of de¬ 
nouncing and insulting the poor foreigners 
who come to our shores, and thus repel 
them from our sympathies, he urged that 
we should take them by the hand and min¬ 
ister to their necessities. In this way will 
ther hearts be favorably disposed towards 
the truth.

Rev. Dr. Beecher of Cincinnati then 
presented the following resolution :

Hathaway then rend the annu¬ 
al report,stating that in no period since its ex¬ 
istence has the Society had so much reason to 
congratulate itself on its success. If in ten 
years they had not accomplished as much us 
ilie sanguine expected,still they had done much 
to expose the arroguni pretensions of church 
mid state, to awaken a spirit of liberty, and de¬ 
stroy the power of despotism. 

The Society has circulated its publicati 
widely over many of the States; a weekly edi¬ 
tion of 5000 copies of the N. A. Standard has 
been published. J. A. Collins has lectured very 
extensively, and eight or ten others have been 
holding meetings, which tmve been composed 
of at least 200,000 people. Religious bodies 
are severing themselves from all connection 
with slavery. The State of New York 
vancitig in Anti-Slavery feeling, us is manifest 
from their refusing to repeal the law allowing 
a jury trial to fugitive slaves. The action of 
Massachriwetts, Vermont, Maine and Rhode Is¬ 
land is decidedly in advance of former steps. 

The progress of the cause was also inferred 
from facts in the South American Republics, 
in the West India Islands, in Texas, iu the U. 
States Congress, &e. 

Mr. Ferris, of New York, moved the accept¬ 
ance of the report, and expressed his determi¬ 
nation to persevere until slavery was extirpated 
from the land. 

Mr. Monroe, of Conn., made a long speech 
in support of a resolution that slavery is de- 
s’ructive of national patriotism and prosperity. 
He gave a deiailed statement of the vast expen¬ 
ses incurred by the country, which would lie 
saved were it not for the system of slavery, and 
the great increaso of wealth which would he 
secured by thesubstitution of free for slave la¬ 
bor. He contended that history, proves that 
slave-holding States were always obliged to 
seek the protection of free Slates, and lie quo¬ 
ted Mr. Underwood, of Ky., as saying that the 
South now relies on the military arm of the 
North for the preservation of its system. Slave 
States, he said, could never stand alone. 

Frederick Douglas, a colored man and a fugi¬ 
tive alave. was called on to speak. He submit¬ 
ted a resolution that the American Anti-Slavery 
Society is the only hope ot the stave. He sta¬ 
ted that the movements of the abolitionists are 
well known to the slaves of the South. They 
knew of the formation of the Society wilhiu a 
month after its birth. They hear of the opera¬ 
tions of ihe Society chiefly through the oppo¬ 
sition that is made to them, and the curses of 
the slaveholder of the South. While he was 
a slave, ihe hope of freedom through the peace¬ 
ful operations of abolition, had restrained him 
and his brethren in bonds, from making any 
attempts by violence to gain their liberty, and 
he mentioned this fact for the encouragement 
of the friends of the slave. It is stated that the 
language of this young mail was decidedly 
more correct, and his style of speaking more 
impressive, than either of the speakers that 
preceded him.

Mrs. Wilson says, that, 011 the morning of 
the murder, she has no doubt she was awaken¬ 
ed, (as she always stated) by the blow that kill 
ed her husband. She started up, mid discov¬ 
ered his head tossing about on the pillow. Slit 
spoke to him blit he did not answer. He dit 
not speak after she awoke. She started from 
the bed, and ‘lit a light.’ 

Then she saw that he had been struck (with 
the pole of the axe, she had lio doubt, as she 
saw it in the room, and it could not he found 
afterwards,) and that the door which was 
sed the night lielore, was open. Site r 
call Benj. Wi Ison from the other part, when, 
as she reached the entry, as she partially turn¬ 
ed her bead towards the stairs, she saw Thorn 
standing on them. She at once said to him. 
‘You have killed Elisha.’ He gave her a look 
that frightened Iter, still more than she was be¬ 
fore, and threatened Iter, if she ever told that, 
he would kill her, and that she would he con¬ 
sidered equally guilty with him, if found out, 
and they would botlt be hung. By this means 
he compelled her to return to the room, and 
assist him to cover up tire blasting evidences 
of the deed.

He aroused slowly, was some time in get¬ 
ting ready, stopping to pul some wood in the 
stove, (although be urged him to hasten,) and 
he and bis wife finally accompanied her to the 
bloody scene.

a fear of flying from present evils, to those 
she knew not of. Thorn never insinuated to 
Iter that he had an idea of committing the 
hurnd crime. 
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
